Applicant election without traverse of Group II, claims 2, 4, and 6, drawn to a 
composition comprising an HFE polypeptide, in Paper No. 6, filed 1-3-03, is acknowledged. 
However, upon reconsideration, a species requirement has been applied. 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: A composition comprising an HFE polypeptide. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Specifically Applicant is required to elect a specific HFE polypeptide, 
such as either SEQ ID N0:1, SEQ ID N0:2 or SEQ ID N0:3 as recited in claims 2, 4 and 6, 
respectively.
